Resolution

One of the moat spirited meo

\ dro, last Thursday night. Torranc 
was well represented, and after th 
repast business affairs confrontin 
the meeting were disposed of rap 
idly, after which the Elks' mal 
quartette sang several selection 
and were loudly applauded.

Harbor Engineer Ludlow was in 
traduced and gave an interestln 
illustrated lecture on the develop 
mem of the San Pedro Harboi 
Every nook and corner, buildings 
docking space and historic land 
marks were shown on the screen 
Astonishing tabulation of figure 
concerning the receiving and ex 
por.tation of shipping were alsi 
featured and proved pleasant sur 
prises to the audience.

During the business session 
heated discussions developed aroum 
a resolution proposed to urge th 
Governor to sign bill No. 198 reg 
ulating the sewage in small citiei 
outside of Los Angeles. Severa 
delegates admitted they had nol 
read the bill but as long as Hugl: 
Pomeroy had sponsored its fram 
ing and passage they had confi­ 
dence that the Governor shoult 
sign. Secretary Gadeky vigorously 
opposed the resolution on the 
grounds that no one knew whai 
the bill was in intricate form and 
even though it had passed both 
houses of the legislature, this was 
no reason for endorsement by this 
association until they could vote 
upon it intelligently.

A roll call of delegates author­ 
ized a committee to be appointed 
to meet with Los Angeles engi­ 
neers and smaller city delegates at 
Compton to consider the bill 
detail. It is said that later in­ 
formation divulged the fact that 
the bill under discussion at the 
meeting was 191 and not 190 at 
all.

The next meeting will be held in 
Venice, June 13.
